Measure  Goes  Further  Than

oNDO.V.  April  4  -The  Covern- 
niept  5  trades  union  bill,  which 
aini.s  a  hard  blow  at  general  strikes, 
had  its  first  reading  In  the  House  of 
Commonn^today.  It  is  certain  to  meet 
hot  oppoalUon  from  the  Labor  party. 

The  bill  daolaraa  lllagal  "any  strike 
calculated  to  eoaroa  the  Oovemment 
or  Intimidate  the  community,"  and 
provides  that  anyone  declaring,  insti- 
gating, or  promoting  sm-li  .i  strike 
shall  be  liable,  on  convu  uon.  to  a  fine 
or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two 
years.  It  further  declares  that  refusal 
to  partidpato  Ht  eu^h  an  ♦Hegal  strike 
shall  ifot  render  a  member  of  a  trade 
union  liabla  to  asputoian  or  depriva- 
tidn  of  hondOto  to  whleh  he  other- 
wise would  he  entitled. 

The  measure  declares  picketing, 
when  calculated  to  intimdato  or  ol>- 
rtruct,  to  be  unlawful  and  punishable 
by  fine  or  Imprisonment. 

More  Than  Anticipated 
The  bill  has  caused  consternation 
among  the  I^bor  rn embers,  who.  dls- 
cu.<^?(inK  the  meju^ure  In  the  lobby  of 
the  MoiLsc  of  Commons  tonight,  char- 
acterized It  as  far  more  comprehen- 
sive than  had  been  anticipated  and  as 
a  complete  surrender  to  the  Conserva- 
tivo  dto-harda 

One  Laborlte  predicted  that  the 
scenes  in  Parliament  during  the  dls- 
<'UBSion  of  the  bill,  which  would  be 
fought  tooth  and  nail  by  Lal>or,  would 
provide  headlines  for  the  newapapera. 

Mr.  Arthur  Henderson,  the  Laborite 
leader,  characterised  the  measure  as 
a  daflnlta  Invasion  of  tho  olamantary 
righta'of  oanhtaatlan.  aa  thay  haVe 
bean  sasretoad  tar  aaarly  a  eantnry  by 
trada  unlana.  Ha  oontandad  tha  Oov- 
amment  waa  not  Juatlflad  in  attempt- 
inir  such  a  radical  change  In  the  trade 
uplon  law  without  flrst  seeking  a 
mandate  from  the  country. 

The  bill  will  not  come  up  in  the 
Commons  again  until  after  the  £toatar 
vacation.

PARIS,  April  4. — ^The  French  Gov- 
ernment today  declined  the  American 
Invitation  to  be  represented  "In  some 
fashion"  at  the  three-power  confer- 
ence for  the  reduction  of  naval  arm- 
ament'' which  is  to  meet  .it  (feneva 
with  the  United  SUtes,  Great  Britain 
and  Japan  participating. 

A  mqriT.andtim  containing  the 
French  refu.ial  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  I'nlted  States  etnban.iy  by  the 
French  l-'orelgn  Offlce.  It  asserts  that 
France  cannot  weaken  the  authority 
of  the  Lieague,  which  already  haa 
taken  op  the  problem  of  general  dis- 
armament, nor  can  Prance  compro- 
mise the  principle  of  equality  of  all 
nations,  larire  or  Hmall. 

The  memorandum  cfinlinnes  that 
ulnce  the  receipt  of  the  Americ.in  in- 
vitation a  new  element  has  entered 
Into  the  question — the  preparatory 
diaarmaraent  commission  of  the 
League  of  Nations  haa  begun  ito  sit- 
tings at  Geneva,  and  there  the 
French  have  expounded  their  view 
that  dlsarmaiiicnf  Is  a  world-wide 
consideration,  not  one  which  ran  be 
limited  to  a  few  pi>wers. 

The  note  concludes:  "For  us  It  Is  a

grip  throughout  China.  There  is  first 
of  all  tht  »CtiMid«  of  tha  insmemorial 
l.a>'t  towards  adoftting  changes  of  a 
vKdeiit  character.  I  hen  there  is  the  fact 
that  already  there  is  definite  opposition 
developing  within  the  Nationalist 
ranks  against  the  domination  which 
Soviet  agencies  afc  striving  t6  Impose 
oil  tli<-  r.iiidurt  of  the  present  cam 
paiRii.  Thirdly,  there  is  Japan.  We 
do  not  believe  and  never  havt  believed 
that  when  the  present  chaos  in  China 
IS  cleared  up  the  Soviet  will  hold  the 
hegenMViy  of  that  country.  The  main 
.safcKiiard  against  this  lies  in  the  ROod 
sense  of  the  Chinese  people  ihem- 
selveb.  If  that  safecttard  is  not  enough 
there  Hft  others,  and  there  is  nothing 
in  tha  course  of  history  to  show  that 
China  could  be  welded  into  one  har- 
monious whole  under  Bolshevist  domi- 
nation. 

A  viewpoint  of  the  pres<-nt  develop- 
ments in  the  Orient  that  is  being  over- 
looked in  many  quarters  is  the  ulti- 
mate attitude  of  Japan.  That  country 
in  1904  went  to  war  because  Russian 
influence  threatened  to  prevent  the  loss 
of  her  vital  trade  in  China.  That  trade 
would  be  threatened  very  much  more 
drastically  than  it  was  in  1904  if  Mos- 
cow dictated  the  policy  at  l'<  kinv;  Of 
all  outside  Powers  non*  is  watching 
I  lie  trend  of  e\Tnts  in  China  more 
(  ii>-(  Iv  than  Japan.  The  country  which 
Kained  a  decisive  victory  over  the 
armed  forces  of  the  Crar  is  not  likely 
to  fear  the  Bolshevists.  Indeed,  as  one 
writer  has  put  it,  this  time  the  strategic 
dice  are  heavily  loaded  in  favor  of 
Jail. Ill  There  is  now  no  Hu^sian  fleet 
based  on  Vladivostok.  Russia  has  no 
fleet  capable  of  heinR  sent  tO  the  Ori- 
ent. Her  navy,  indeed,  as  developed 
under  the  Soviet,  is  only  the  ghost  of

'  I'rotessor  If.  1.  Barnes  of  Mct.ill 
i;ni«crtfty.  who  has  been  studying 
i.cbergs  and  the  iiie,iii>  of  deslroyiuR 
them  for  many  years  pant  has  been 
commnnicatinff  some  of  the  results  of 
his  researches  to  the  'Royal  Society. 
Within  recent  years'the  danger  froni 
these  menaces  to  navigation  has  been 
somewhat  lessened  by  the  ice  putrols 
of  the  Canadian  and  American  Cov 
emments.  by  modern  devices  of  ice- 
•letectors  and  microtherniometers  and 
by  wireless  warninfs.  but  it  appears 
that  much  remains  to  be  done.  There 
is  the  problem  of  actuaHy  destroying 
the  bergs  and  no  way  of  hnal  destruc- 
tion has  yet  been  found. 

Professor  Barnes  tried  thermit  f  .r 
his  experiments.  He  placed  a  charge 
of  lOU  pounds  at  a  depth  of  abont 
three  feet  in  an  iceberg  estimated  as 
having  ;i  diameter  of  over  5(X)  feet  at 
water  level.  The  effect  ot  tiic  ex 
plosion  is  described  as  follows:  "When 
tlie  charRe  was  fired,  flames  rose  to 
a  height  of  US  feet  and  an  intense 
heat  wave  must  have  penetrated  the 
mass,  turning  tlie  ice  into  steam  and 
rending  the  fissures  with  explosive 
violence.  There  was  a  great  deal  of 
iratkinR  Hti<l  visible  disruption,  which 
went  on  all  the  evening  and  could  be 
heard  dietinetly  five  miles  off.  Next 

niornitiK  a  very  loml  report  was  heard, 
and  it  was  found  that  the  great  bulk 
of  the  interior  of  the  berg  had  come 

away.     On    the      following     day  the 

whole  plateau  on  which  the  thermit 
charge  had  been  placed  broke  away." 
Professor  Barnes  made  another  test 
with  bermite.  ♦  This  explosion  while 
pulverising  the  surface  ice  appears  to 
have-  wasted  much  of  its  enei^y  i" 
the  air.  The  problem  is  to  sink  the 
charge  from  50  to  1(X)  feet  in  the  ice 
when  their  full  force  will  be  effective, 
.-ind  he  hopes  that  this  eventually  may 
be  done  with  a  rock  drill  and  even 
when  a  boat  is  alongside  a  berg.  One 
suggestion  he  makes  is  patrol  ser- 
vice armed  with  drills  and  tlicrmit 
charges. 

In'  describing  the  iieberns  of  the 
North  .\tlaatic  Professor  Dames  says 
they  are  "calved"  from  the  glaclert  of 
I  ".reeiiLitid  Tlie  portion  .nliove  the 
water  line  is  only  one-ninth  of  the 
entlM  maaa.

In 
the  Senate  Sir  George  Foster  opposed 
any  action  by  Parliament  for  Can- 
ada's reftresentaf  ifin  He  said  that 
with  the  strongest  sentiment  of  good 
will  towards  the  United  States  this 
county  should  not  forget  tl  .if  it  has 
is  own  history,  traditions  and  ante- 
cedents, and  a  boonden  duty  to  guard 
them  Pressure  has  been  brought  to 
bear  in  this  country  because  it  is  felt 
by  South  American  Republics  that  if 
Canada  entered  the  Union  her  pres- 
ence would  diminish  the  tremendous 
predominance  of  the  United  States  in 
l'an-.\merican   C< >uncils. 

The  probability  is  that  if  Canada 
should  take  any  action  it  will  be  un- 
official. Possibly  the  Pan-American 
I'nion  is  designed  for  the  preservation 
ul  the  Monroe  Doctrine  and  for  the 
concentration  of  the  attention  of 
slates  of  the  .\m<-rican  continent  on 
affairs  peculiarly  belonging  to  this  part 
of  the  world.  Canada,  however,  as  op- 
jiosed  to  all  the  other  states  of  this 
lotene.  is  a  member  oi  a  world  em- 
pire and  can  welt  afford  to  divorce 
lier  ell  from  piir(!\  \meric»n  cn 
tanglcmcnts,  just  as  the  United  States 
refuses  to  become  a  member  of  the 
League  of  Nations.

Compared  with  the  motor  car  and 
the  airplane  in  the  matter  of  swift 
nesa  of  movement,  the  locomotive 
engine  is  what  the  boys  call  "a  back 
number."  The  hrst  locomotive  en- 
gine, whose  apeed  and  tractive  power 
demonstrated  the  practicability  of  the 
steam  railway,  waa  driven  by  GeorKc 
Stephenson.  Ita  inventor  and  builder, 
at  a  rate  of  thirty-five  miles  an  hour 
Stephenson  is  said  to  have  given  a 
private  demonatration  of  a  speed  of 
tifty  miles  an  hour.  He  dared  not 
boast  of  his  feat,  however,  because  the 
Parliamentary  authorities  and  the 
common  people  believed  the  livrs  ot 
pedestrians  and  livestock  would  be  in 
constant  danger  if  many  railways 
were  built  and  equipped  with  such 
destructive  mOMtera  aa  "Puffing 
Billy."

Some  years  after  the  death  of 
Stephenson  Great  Britain  was  girdled 
with  railways  and  trains  were  running 
over  them  at  the  rate  of  sixty  miles 
an  hour.  It  is  claimed  that  trains 
have  been  driven  over  those  railways 
at  a  rate  of  more  than  one  hundred 
miles  an  hour;  but  such  great  rates  of 
speed  could  not  be  mafaitaltted  for  a 
long  diatanee.

The  steam  railways  did  as  much  to 
promote  the  internal  trade  and  indus- 
try of  Great  Britain  as  the  steamships 
did  to  promote  the  external  trade  and 
industry  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
Knipire.  Today  we  are  told  that  the 
day  of  the  supremacy  of  the  steam 
railways  is  waning  and  that  the  sun 

of  that  day  is  about  to  set.

The  internal    business    of  Great 
Britain  is  transacted  over  short  dis- 
tances.  The  motor  car  is  more  mobile 
than  the  railway  train  and  is  com- 
peting successfully  for  the  business 
that  was   carried   at   one   time  ex 
clusively  l.y  the  railways.  According 
to  the  latest  statistics  the  traffic  re 
ceipts  of  the  railways   are  steadtlv 
falling.    Motor  esrs  snd  motor  trucks 
are  skimming    the  cream    off  their 
business,  that  of  short  diatanee  trans- 
portation   for    l.otli    passengers  and 
goods.   The  future  of  the  steam  roads 
is  therefore   far   from   bright.  3ut 
steam  is  still  essentia!  for  the  m.Tin- 
tenance  ot  certain  lines  of  business, 
and  the  railwajra  are  appealing  for 
Government  protection  against  what 
they  regard    as  unfair  competition. 
The  steam  railways    have    done  so 
much  for  Britain  and  swiftly  movinp 
trains  are  such  familiar  objecta,  that 
there  is  a  certain  sentimental  attach- 
ment to  them,  and  the  Government 
may  be  moved  to  do  something  to 
protect  and  preserve  them.
